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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tsuji 
et al. (US 2002/0045086). 

Tsuji et al. teaches on page 2, [0022-0023], that Figure 1 teaches a layered 
structure of a fuel cell where the electrode 2 is a 3-layered structure. A separator 5 is 
layered on both surfaces of the electrode 2. The separators 5 and the electrode form a 
unit and plural units are stacked so as to form the fuel cell stack 1 . Figure 2 shows 
separator 5 comprising a metallic plate 10 made from stainless steel and plural linear 
protrusions 20 projecting from both surfaces of the metallic plate 10 with spacing. The 
linear protrusions 20 are formed from expanded carbon and are secured to the surface 
of the metallic plate 10. A gas passage 30 like groove is formed between the adjoining 
linear protrusions 20. Tsuji et al. teaches on page 3, [0026], that in the separator 
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hydrogen gas as a fuel is provided to the gas passages 30 facing the gas diffusion 
electrode plate 3 at the negative electrode side, and an oxidizing gas such as oxygen or 
air is provided to the gas passages 30 facing the gas diffusion electrode plate 3 at the 
positive electrode side. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
